New Jobs for Old Books 


(Condensed by Fred C. Kelly for Reader's Digest) 


reading habits is a gain. Mauy start 
on mystery stories and work up to 
the classics and great biographies. 
Tt was feared that many vr the 
books donated would be obsolete, of 
plain trash. But the great bulk was 
of surprisingly high quality. Books 
that could be treated only as trash 
totaled less than one per cent—and 
even those could be sold as waste 
paper to help raise funds, An occa- 
sional volume had rarity value as a 
first edition, or contained a valuable 
autograph and could be sold for more 
than its original cost. Tattered books 
are repaired in institutions where 
arts and crafts are taught. BMven 
old, torn picture books are useful. 
Nearly every type of institution 
has its own peculiar needs. Orphan 
asylums never have enough books 
of the Tlarkington and O. Henry 
varieties. Homes for the aged have a 
special demand for books ca travel, 
The Travelers’ Aid Society asked for 
books dealing with questions of eti- 


|quette. A demand - still exists for 


As an example of what can be fairy tales. Scores of institutions 


‘done by an individual with initiative 
there’s Warden Lawes of Sing Sing 
and the book-sharing campaign ‘he 
launched in New York. Suspecting 
that other institutions were as badly 
in need of books as his own, he 
wrote to other prisons, to homes for 
the aged, hospitals, orphanages and 
other charitable institutions in the 
metropolitan district of New York 
altogether nearly a thousand such 
places. He learned that in practically 
every institution there was great 
need for books and little money to 
buy them. Lawes then discussed the 
problem with friends in New York. 
The result was an organization 
which, in a single month collected 
more than 300,000 books. 

, his sort of thing could be done 
.in other communities with consider- 
‘ably less effort, for New York is the 
‘worst place in the country to fina 
‘surplus books in people’s homes 
Most of the families live in cramped 
apartments, without space ror stor- 
ing old books; and most families 
move fairly often. Books do not have 
much chance to accumulate. 


| However, the New York organiz- 
ers picked up a good many pointers 
that will be useful to book-sharers 
in other communities. It is import- 
ant, they found, to have such a 
movement well-sponsored — wel}- 
|known names and Chamber-of- 
Commerce backing are great aids in 
getting things going. The best sinyte 
means of publicity in a large city is 
radio. Perhaps two out of three 
voluntary offerings of books in New 
,York were directly traceable to 
radio. Many announcers -of news 
events and advertisers on jocal sta- 
tions are willing to devote a min- 
ute of their time to telling of the 
book drive and the locations of re- 
ceiving depots. In smaller communi- 
ties the local paper is a better med- 
ium. 

Usually the ideal place to seek 
book donations is a large house, 
having an attic, in which a fairly 
prosperous family has lived for 


sent ungent requests for works on 
vocational counseling, and for books 
on hobbies. 

One encouraging example of suc- 
cess in such work is the American 
Merchant Marine Library Association 
which has been collecting books in a 
dozen or more cities—in some of 
which they have “book boxes’” in 
railway stations. These books go to 
seamen on 1100 merchant ships, and 
to men in the coast~guard and light- 
house services. Last year the organ- 
ization distributed 250,000 books and 
151,000 magazines. The aim is to 
place a chest containing 70 books on 
each American merchant ship. The 
books are redistributed at regular 
intervals. Many a sailor has dis- 
covered the ‘important fact that an 
hour a day of concentration on al- 
most any subject can, in two ur 
three years, make a person pretty 
much of an authority on that sub- 
ject. 

No one knows how many millions 
cf books are lying unused in homes 
all over Oanada efd the Unitea 
States. Certainly there is not a vil- 
lage or hamlet but could be made to 
yield a share. Here is buried trea- 
sure just waiting to be dug up and 
redistributed among thousands of 
shut-ins whose lives now drag out 
in forlorn monotony for lack of en- 
tertainment. It is evident that much 
can be accomplished by an alert 
citizen willing to start. by calling a 
few friends on the telephone.
